1. Because of the comments made by Pedro Luis DIAZ Lanz on 13 Jamary 
1961 to the effect that Manvel ARTIME Buesa may be a Communist agent, AnTIME's 
file was reviewed for the purpose of uncovering any information which might 
support DIAZ' allegation.

a. Communist Party Affilfation of Subjectis Father: As noted by Martha 
afr, Subject s ring his poiygraph examination that his 

father had belonged to the Commmist Party during the Spanish Civil War, 
had gone to cpain during the war, tut had not been a nexber of the : 
Coczmunist Party since 1939. This subject was not pursued by the poly~ : 
graph operator. Subject gave somewbat varying accounts for the reasons 
for his fathe--'s quitting the Party: during the polygraph examination, 
he explained that the Party had intended to send his father to tussla 
for training, and also had ordered his father to inform on his friends; 
whee his father sefessd, ths Party expelisd hin. Later, ia an auto- 
biography, subject stated that his father had lert the Party because 
of the “treason which they committed arainst his intimate friend, | 
FReHANDSZ Martinex. ‘This "treason" was not further detailed. subject

' DARA meeting in October 1959 precipiated his defection. Subsect could 
not, however, remember the dates of the meeting. At first he reported 
that it toox place during the last week in October 1959. (His letter 
to Fidel stating his reasons for defection, which was widely circulated 
after his exfiltration, was dated 25 October.) He later corrected this. 
to 7-8 October. During the polygraph examination, he stated he could 
not recexber the dates, but thet it was a two-day meeting, on a + Saterday 
and Sunday, some time in mid-Cctover.
